as finances dwindled. 


Mrs. Harvey, a slender brunette, 
added the other details. 


"I have a heart condition," she 
said, "and the doctors tell me I 
have only another two years—two 
and a half, maybe, to live. I have 
to go to the hospital next fall. I may 
not live.

Washington, June 21 -(JPh- The 
Supreme court ruled today that the 
Taft-Hartley act does not forbid 
political partisanship in newspapers 
financed out of labor union funds. 


Unanimously the court added that 
if the law did do that the constitu- 
tionality of the ban would be highly 
questionable. 


The case had been intended by 
both the CIO and the government 
as a direct test on the validity of 
the act's general prohibition against 
political expenditures from union 
treasuries but In that respect it fell 
flat. The court said it did not have 
to go into the constitutionality ques-

Sir Stanford Cade, de- 
clared today radiation is not a can- 
cer cure-all and should not be used 
to the exclusion of surgery. 


"Similarly," 
he 
said, 
"radium 
should not be used to the exclusl(»i 
of X-rays or X-rays to the exclu- 
sion of radium; both methods have 
their advantages in certain sites; 
they are often complementary. 


"If the benefits of treatment are 
to be obtained to the fullest meas- 
ure, it is important to recognize the 
limitations of each method. No 
radiotherapy department 
can 
be 
adequate without facilities for both 
radium and X-ray therapy and a 
specialist trained in the use of both, 
and eager to use all methods. 


Sir Stanford delivered the Jane- 
way lecture at the 30th annual meet- 
ing of the American Radium Society. 
He was awarded the 1948 Janeway 
medal given annually by the society 
for outstanding contrlbutlwis to the 
field of radiotherapy.

Ford already had raised the prices 
of its cars. So had Hudson. Packard, 
Studebaker and Nash. 


Chrysler did not disclose the exact 
amount of the price boost. It indi- 
cated Plymouth prices would go up 
from $40 to $50 and Dodge prices by 
percent. 


Ford told the UAW-CIO it was 
ready to add 14 cents to the wages of 
all employes making $1.50 or more 
an hour. Those making less would 
get an 11 cent boost. The average 
production wage now Ls estimated at 
about $1.501^ an hour. 


A few weeks ago. Ford asked the 
UAW-CIO to forego a wage increase 
this year, suggesting that a cut In 
wages even might be advisable. Tlie 
unlcm had asked 30 cents an hour 
Increase.

Washington, Jime 21—f^iP)—Most 
federal workers will get bigger pay- 
checks beginning July 1 if President 
Truman approves. 


Approximately 480,000 postal em- 
ployees would get a raise of $450 a 
year and 850,000 workers with civil 
service classification $330 a year. 


Congress sent the bill to Mr. IVu- 
man in the early hours Sunday after 
the House and Senate had Ironed out 
their differences. 


To finance part of the postal work- 
ers' raise, congre.ss voted to increase 
some postal rates, effective next 
Jan. 1. The increases: air mail, 5 to 0 
cents; third class bulk mail, up 3 
cents a pound; special delivery 
stamps, 13 to 15 cents. In addition, a 
new four-cent air mail postal card 
will be introduced.

RUSSIA'S BIRLIN SQUEEZE PLAY 
AIMS AT CONTROL OF GERMANY 


Russia is making a fresh attempt to drive the western 
Allies out of Berlin. The efforts moy seem to toke petty ond 
childish forms—the sit-down in the Soviets' British-sector radio 
station, the flimsy excuses for blocking roil and motor traffic, 
end so on. But the Kremlin clearly isn't playing for petty stakes. 


The prize is Germany, and control of Berlin would give 
the Russians a big advantage. As a city, it hardly seems worth 
'ighting for. But as o symbol, Berlin in Russian hands would 
"irobobly moke a deep impression on the German people. For 
hough their Reich and all its glory are gone, and though their 
-Gpital city is in ruins, Berlin is still Berlin. 


The Russians' sole occupation of the city might raise the 
tcck of the "unified" Germany that they are trying to sell. 
Already there seem to be a lot of prospective buyers. After all, 
he Germany that voted Hitler to power in a free and honest 
:lection wouldn't fear a dictatorship as would a country with 
democratic traditions—so long as a new dictatorship would let 
he Germons feel and act important and treat them no more 
truelly than the Nazis did. 


Since Berlin is surrounded by the Soviet zone, the Russian 
squeeze ploy is not hard to work. If it comes to a point of driv- 
ng the western forces out of the city, the Reds could do ¡t with 
ittle trouble. Yet the western Allies seem determined to stick 
t out. 


There ore two evident reasons for this. One fs the unwill- 
ingness to give Russia a clear-cut advantage in her effort to 
divide and conquer Germany. The joint administration of Ber- 
lin has long since become a fiction; a place of four-power con- 
trol there are two hostile camps. But voluntary withdrawal 
would be o surrender to the Soviet design. 


The other reason is that as long as Allied troops and ad- 
ministrators are in Berlin, the Russian efforts to oust them are 
daily reminders that Marshal Stolin is trying to repudiate his 
solemn agreement with the heads of the American and British 
governments at Potsdam. Those efforts may impress the Ger- 
mans. But to thinking people of free Europe they are a dem- 
onstration of Russian dishonesty. 


Even if the six-power program for a western German gov- 
ernment is carried out, France, Great Britain and the U. S. 
would probably keep their forces in Berlin. Their presence 
would continue to serve notice that It was Russia that forced 
the setting up of c western-zone government, and that the 
final settlement of Germany's fate is a four-power problem. 


Physically it is true, as the Russians say, thot the four- 
Dower setup in Berlin is senseless from the western standpoint. 
The personnel of the three nations must be supplied from con- 
siderable distance and at much expense. But strategically it is 
important that the Russians be watched at close range 
wherever possible. And diplomatically it is important to show 
rhot the Potsdam Agreement, whether practical or not, still 
stands, and that if anybody is going to break it it will be the 
Soviet government. 


Will Russia resort to force and seize Berlin? It seems un- 
likely. For such a move would be the signal for another world 
war, with Russia clearly the aggressor. And unless conditions 
have suddenly changed in the Soviet Union, the Kremlin 
doesn't want thot war—at least not yet.

Farm And Home 
Improvement 
Contest Planned 


Utbana, III., Farmers and home- 
makers In 50 southern Illinois coun- 
ties are eligible to compete In the 
1948 farm and home Improvement 
contest, according to Dean R. P. 
Rusk of the College of Agriculture 
at the University of Illinois. 


The contest Is sponsored by the 
University In cooperation with the 
St. Louis Chamber of Commerce and 
is open to farm families in all the 
counties south of and Including 
Adams, Schuyler, Cass, Menard, 
Sangamon, Christian, Shelby, Cum- 
berland and Clark. 


Entries must be made with the 
county farm or home adviser by July 
1. Three winners will be selected In 
each county at the end of the year. 
In each case the husband and wife 
will receive an expense-paid over- 
night trip to St. Louis. 


Progress during the current year 
will count approximately 60 percent 
and previous improvements 40 per- 
cent. Records must be completed by 
December 31. 


A. C Roebuck Dies 
In Chicago; Once 
Visited This City 


The death of Alvah Curtis Roe- 
buck, 84, co-founder of Sears, Roe- 
buck Sc Co., which occurred June 
18 in Chicago, served to recall his 
visit to Jacksonville 12 years ago 
when the present Sears store on the 
north side of the square was opened. 


Mr. Roebuck, whose home was in 
Tujunga, Calif., died in Michael 
Reece hospital after a short illness. 
He had been visiting his daughter, 
Mrs. Raymond H. Keeler, In Chi- 
cago. 


Mr. and Mrs. Roebuck came to 
Jacksonville on the occasion of the 
formal opening of the Sears store. 
He shook hands with several thou- 
sand persons during a stay of two 
or three days. 


Roebuck and his partner, Richard 
W. Sears, founded the famous mer- 
chandising company In 1891. Ill 
health forced his retirement a 
number of years ago, but he improv- 
ed and engaged extensively in the 
real estate business and at one time 
headed a typewriter factory at 
Woodstock, 111. He rejoined Sears, 
Roebuck St Co., in 1933 in a public 
relations capacity, resigning in 1940. 


Funeral services will be held 
Tuesday afternoon in Chicago.

When it was pointed out to him by 
an Innocent bystander that he was 
putting the cart before the horse, 
Mencken, who dosent think the 
"horse and buggy days" were as bad 
as some people paint them, said: 


"That might be a good idea to- 
day." 


Sprightly in a blue polka dot tie, 
dark blue coat and light seersucker 
trousers, Mencken said he had at- 
tended his first national political 
conventions in 1904 and that he had 
"come back from the grave after 
eight years" to see this one. 


"I figure this will be my last one," 
he smiled with his usual cheery cyn- 
icism. He will be 68 this year. 


"I don't know who'll get the nom- 
ination. But these conventions are 
all the same. They don't vary by 
one per cent. All bla-a-ah. 


"Dewey's improved 
a lot. He 
speaks the best English of any man 
in public life today."
